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FUNDS FOR RESEARCH 
The Dominion Government is turning 
over to the research council the sum of 
$219,000, the proceeds of “overages” at 
the terminal elevators. The money will 
be used to investigate plant diseases, and 
other problems related to grain produc- 
tion. Since the overage is a sort of by- 
product of the grain trade, it is peculiarly 
fitting that the money should got to pro- 
mote the interests of grain growing and 


the grain grower. The investigations 
which the research council already has 
under way, and the measure of success 


that has been met, give assurance that 
the farmer will get the worth of his 
money. 


THE UNIVERSITY PRESIDENCY 

Premier Brownlee states that a new 
president of the university has not been 
chosen, and that no one has been given 
the,refusal of the position. That disposes 
definitely of the report sent out from 


Winnipeg that Dr. Wallace, professor of | 


mineralogy in the university of Manitoba, 
had been selected for the post. The 
Premier adds that he hopes to be able in 
a few days to announce who will be the 
new head of the institution. 

It is to be hoped that when the an- 
nouncement is made the choice will be 
found to have fallen to a Canadian. The 
Dominion has a tradition to sustain in this 
matter, a tradition based upon merit, not 
prejudice, and very strong reasons would 
have to be found to support a departure 
from it. Canada has been exporting 
university presidents. and professors to 
the United States for many years, in num- 
bers which bespeak a clear recognition 
there of the high qualifications of Cana- 
dian university graduatés. It would be 
strange if in the ranks of Canadian 


university men there could not be found | 


some one admirably fitted to direct the 
university of Alberta. 


SOWING AND REAPING 
At the weed conference at the univer- 


sity buildings the other day, a representa- | 


tive of the Dominion seed branch told the 
delegates that a thousand samples taken 
from seed drills showed that in 41 per 
cent of these cases “rejected” wheat had 
been sown on Alberta farms last spring. 
This in a season when officials of the pro- 
vincial department of agriculture have 
been persistently broadcasting a warning 
that unless Alberta farmers stop sowing 
inferior seed grain and weed seed they 
will ruin their business. 

Against this indictment was the de- 
claration that the Ukrainian faimers in 
the districts north-east of the city had 
been found to be sowing cleaner seed and 
better seed than farmers of other classes 
in other parts of the province. Quite prob- 
ably that is one factor which helps to ac- 
count for the fact that a crop failure is un- 
known in those districts, and that the Uk- 
rainian farmers are among the most pros- 
perous in Alberta. If the officials know 
whereof they speak, it is necessary to 
suppose that a good deal of the progress 
these people have made is attributable to 
the fact that they sow what they want to 
reap. 


THE MOTIVE EXCUSES THE FOLLY 
The “back to the land” impulse must 


be strong in the mind of that French- 
Canadian who rolled over the Niagara 
Falls in a rubber ball in order to get 


money enough to buy a farm. And his 
loyalty to parents must be equally strong, 
since it was for them, not for himself, hc 
wanted the farm. A good many other 
people have tried to navigate the Falls and 
the Whirlpool. So far as known none of 
them could boast a motive which re- 
dcemed their folly. Lussier may at least 
claim that his foolhardiness was prompted 
by a motive a good deal nobler than an 
appetite for applause. 

His purpose is characteristic of the 
race from which the venturesome voy- 
ageur sprang. The French-Canadian has 
an instinctive attachment to the land, and 
he takes care of the old folks. These are 
homely virtues. But they go a long way 
to the making of good citizenship. And 
they help to explain why Quebec is the 
community of contented and prosperous 
people that it is. Canadian boys of other 
descent may do a good deal worse than 
study the declared purpose which lay be- 
‘hind the folly of Lussier; though they do 
not need to tumble over Niagara Falls to 
prove the impulse or to accomplish the 


object.

Because of the profound shock 
which occurs with this disorder, one 
must use extreme care in the treat- 
ment. Ice packs to the neck will cool 
the biood in the head and reduce the 
pressure in the brain. I do not re- 
commend the ice cold enemas that 
are usually given to lower the temper- 
ature, since I am of the opinion that it 
is more important to secure @ 
thorough cleansing, end warm water 
is more valuable for this purpose. The 
cooling may be accompanied by 
sponging the skin with ice water or 
using cold shower baths 


The fever of sunstroke sometimes 
becomes very high, from 105 degrees 
upward.
